At the last meeting of the Ethnological e
“iety, & paper was read “On the Origin of the
Gipsies,” by the President.  The origin, as ous
old English has it, of the “outlandish persons
malling themselve of wandering impositers and
jugglers,” is at least a subject of great curiosicy,
not to say of ethnological import,  Although,
though their first appearance in Jurope was co-
eval with the century which witnessed the dis-
covery of the New World and the new passage
to the Indies, no one thonght of ascribing them
a Uindoo origin, and this liypothesis, the truth
of which the anthor now proposed to examine,
was of very recent date.  Their Hindoo origin
was not for a long time even suspected ; he ling,
however, of late years received general eredence.
The arguments for it consist in the physical formn
of the people in their language, and i the his-
tory of their migration. wuch of these topics
the author examined seperately in detail. The
conclusion that the auther came to was that the
Gipsies, when above four centuries ngo they first
